5. Whereas an employee, who is uheady a member of the 
Employers’ Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment exempted under the sai l Act. is employed in his 
establishment the employer shall immediately admit him as 
-Hr- member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay neces¬ 
sary premium in respect of him to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India. 

6. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance Scheme 
appropriately if the benefits available to the employees under 
the said Scheme arc enhanced so that the benefits available 
under the Group Insurance Scheme are more favourable to 
the employees than the benefits admissible under the said 
Scheme. 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amounts pay¬ 
able under the Scheme be less thun the amoun tthat would be 
payable had the employees been covered under the said 
Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to the nomi¬ 
nee^)/legal heir(s) of the employee as compensation. 

8. No amendment of the Provisions of the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional Prov dent Fund Commissioner concerned and where 
any amendment is likely to elfecl adversely the interest of the 
employees, his approval, give u reasonable opportunity to 
the employee to explain their point of view. 

9. Where for any reason, the employee of the said esta¬ 
blishment do not remain covered under the the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as 
already adopted by tho said establishment, or tho benefits 1o 
the employees under this scheme are reduced in any manner, 
(he exemption shall be liable to bo cancelled. 

10. Where for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium e’c. within the due date, as fixed by the Life Insu¬ 
rance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed to lapse, 
the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

11. In case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of assu¬ 
rance benefits to the nominee(s)/legal heir(s) of deceased 
member who would have been covered under the said scheme 
but for grant of this exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme this Life Insurance Corporation of 
India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum asured to the 
nominee (si /Legal heir (s) of the deceased member entitled 
for it and in any ease within one month from the receipt of 
claims complets in all respect.

Where after despatch of an arrival notice in writing, the 
consignee refuses or fails to take delivery of the goods carried 
to the destination by the Corporation within 30 davs from 
the date of arrival, the Corporation shall cause a notice in 
writing to be despatched to the shipper/aeent either bv regis¬ 
tered post or bv band delivery and acknowledgement ob¬ 
tained from tbe sbipper/agent, requesting his instructions for 
the disposal of the goods.
